When the results of the Examinations in the present year were 
ascertained it heoame evident that an award of Exhibitions, 
Prizes, and Results Fees at the rates of those of 1888 would 
involve not only an excess of expenditure over the income of 
1889 of about £6,800 to meet the sums which would be payable, 
but also further excess payments in 1890 and 1891, to a possible 
amount of £2,500. 

Payment of the entire of these sums out of the Fund accumu- 
lated from the surpluses of former years, would have so reduced 
it as to render it, in our opinion, inadequate to the purposes for 
which it was established. 

Under all the circumstances, we determined that the largest 
sum which ought to be withdrawn from that Fund in aid of the 
Income of the present year was £3,100 ; and we fixed the 
amounts of the Exhibitions and Prizes upon the principle that 
the residue of the deficiency .should be apportioned, as nearly as 
might be, rateably between the total sums awarded for “Rewards” 
and “Re.sults Fees” respectively. 

The invested accumulations of former years after the above- 
mentioned withdrawal, amount to £9,701. 

Education. 

The percentages of the students — ^boys and gh-ls — examined, 
who passed the Examinations, are lower than tho.se in 1888 ; 
587 per cent, of the boys, and 69'2 per cent, of the girls ex- 
amined having pas,sed the examinations, against 63T per cent, 
and 81'1 per cent, respectively, in 1888 ; the Examiners, how- 
ever, in their Reports (Appendix III.*) speak, generally, in 
favourable terms of the answering of the candidates in many of 
the subjects and grades. 

In Greek (819 candidates) the answering in the Senior and 
Middle Grades was creditable ; in the Junior Grade the number 
of failures in grammar and composition was abnormally large ; it 
would appear that, whilst much care is spent on getting up the 
translations of the prescribed authors, composition and grammar 
are not sufficiently attended to. 

In Latin (2,451 candidates) the answering in the Senior Grade 
was satisfaetory ; the .scansion and prosody were better than last 
year, and there were some highly creditable compositions, includ- 
ing in a few cases really good exercises in verse. In the Middle 
Grade the marks awarded in composition were low, the average 
answering, however, was satisfactory. The answering in history 
was especially good. 

In the Junior Grade the answering was up to the standard 
usuaUy attained by junior boys ; as regards, however, the unpre- 
scribed passages, the majority of the boys so misconstrued parts

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of them as to leave the impression on the Examiners that suffi- 
cient care is not given to the practice of “at sight" translation, 
and that pupils are not properly directed how to fhinh out the 
meaning and construction of clauses. The Roman History seemed 
to have been in general closely taught and learned.^ 

In English (6,499 candidates) the a,nswering in the Senior 
Grade, both of boys and girls, was highly satisfactory through- 
out. The English compositions were, with few exceptions, 
excellent. 

In the Middle Grade the compositions showed a fair command 
of language, and the answering all round was commendable. 
In the Junior Grade the compositions showed a respectable level 
of merit. The parsing, however, was again very poor. The text- 
books were, generally speaking, weU prepared ; but the study of 
the geography of Ireland was much neglected. 

In French 4,939 candidates (over 75 per cent, of the total number 
of Examinees) presented themselves for Examination, being the 
largest number in any year since the establishment of the Board. 
In Senior and Middle Grades the Examiners report a general 
improvement, but the attention of the teachers is called to the 
absolute necessity of malting their students more familiar with 
French Composition, as frequently the most elementary rules 
of accidence or syntax wei’e not accurately applied. 

In Junior Grade the answering aU round appears to have been 
of average merit ; the continuous passage . for translation into 
French was, for the most part, indifferently done, but the rendering 
into French of colloquial sentences showed a distinct improvement 
on previous years. 

In German (477 candidates) the answering was fairly satis- 
factory; greater attention .should be shown to German hand- 
writing. 

In Italian (235 candidates) the general character of the papers 
was creditable and satisfactory, but the compositious of the Junior 
and Middle Grade boys were poor and faulty. 

In Celtic (410 caudidate.s) the Examiner reports that the answer 
books reflect great credit on the pupils and their teachers, con- 
sidering the fact that they must have been insufficiently equipped 
with Irish-English and English-Irish dictionaries. 

In Arithmetic (6,006 candidates) the answering of the boys was 
satisfactory in the Middle Grade, a.nd in the Junior Grade gave 
many indications of good and careful teaching and serious study, 
though faults were observable ; the Examiner of the girls’ papers 
reports unfavourably on the answering in both grades. 

In Book-keeping (1,856 candidates) the general answering was 
poor. 

In Euclid (6,062 candidates) in the Senior Grade the answering 
of the boys was very satisfactory, that of the girls not so good; in 
the Middle Grade the answering of the hoys was exceUent, that 
of the girls not so satisfactory, but much better than the answer- 
ing of the girls in tlie Senior Grade ; in the Junior Grade the 
answering of the boys gave many indications of cramming, and 
a small number only attempted the deducibles, while many of the

girls in this grade who wore examined knew absolutely nothing 
of the subject. 

In Algebra and Arithmetic — Senior Grade (331 candidates) 
and Algebra — Middle and Junior Grades (4.319 candidates), the 
Examiners report unfavoui'ably except in the cases of the boys 
in the Senior Grade and the girls in the Junior Grade. 

In the Senior Grade the answering in Elementary Mechanics 
(173 candidates — boys only) was good, and also the answering 
in Plane Trigonometry (269 candidates). 

In Natural Philosophy (2,931 candidates) the answering of 
the boys in the Senior and Middle Grades was good, in the Junior 
Grade very unsatisfactory ; the answering of the girls was bad 
except in the Middle Grade. 

In Chemistry (1,433 candidates) the answering was on the 
whole satisfactory. 

In Music (1,66G candidate.^) the answering of the boys in the 
Senior and Middle Grades was creditable, in the Junior Grade 
unsatisfactory ; among the mrls the general answering in the 
Junior Grade attained a high level, but the answering in the other 
grades was not so good. 

In Drawing (3,686 candidates) the answering was fairly good 
except in the cases of Geometrical Drawing and Construction of 
Shadows in the Senior Grade, of Descriptive Geometry in the 
Junior Grade, and of the girls’ answering in Perspective and 
Isometric Projection in the Middle Grade. 

In Botany (182 candidates — girls only) the Examiners report 
favourably on the answering. 

In Domestic Economy (1,587 candidates — guls only) the 
answering in the Senior Grade showed decided merit, and that 
in Middle Grade was, on the whole, satisfactory. In the Junioi' 
Grade the answering of the candidates differed greatly in merit, 
for, while a considerable proportion of the papers are accurately 
and intelligently worked, there are far too many instances of 
imperfect preparation. As might be expected from young 
students, book knowledge is far more general than practical 
acquaintance with the application of “domestic economy” to 
matters of daily occurrence in household affairs. The answers 
are too often given in the exact words of the little elementary 
manuals which were recommended for perusal.

EXTRACTS FROM THE REPORTS OF THE 
EXAMINERS, 1889. 


GREEK. 

Senior Grade. — First Paper. 

Report of Wm. Ridgeway, m.a. 

The answering of tUe candidates, taken as a whole, was creditable. 
Some few did extremely well, and there was plain indication of a great 
deal of work on the part both of pupils and teachers. 

Questions 1 and 2 were fairly done, but question 3 (verbs) showed 
that sufficient attention had not been paid to the verbs. Question 5 
(syntax) was very well done, but question 6 (particles) was thoroughly 
unsatisfactory. Question 7 was done remarkably well all round. 

In the prose composition there were a number of very respectable 
exercises sent in, whilst several were very good. On the whole, there 
was insufficient or wrong use of particles to a very large extent. This 
conhnns the result already arrived at from question 6, that sufficient 
attention is not paid to this most important part of grammar. 

The translation of the set subject (Demosthenes) was very good, and 
evinced great care in preparation. But from the fact that many candi- 
dates who sent in excellent translations, showed great deficiency in 
question 10 (words and phrases taken from the author), it would appear 
that in some cases tlie author is got up by means of translation, and 
that sufficient use is not made of the lexicon. 

Greater attention to form, juid more practice in doing grammar 
papers, would help to raise the standard. 


Senior Grade. — Second Paper. 

Report of R. Y. Tyrrell, m.a. 

In the Senior Grade I was struck by the general excellence of the 
answering in History, and the translation of the prescribed and uupre- 
soribed passages was better than I remember it to have been. 


Middle Grade. — First Paper. 

Report of R. Y. Tyrrell, m.a. 

In the Middle Grade the translation of the prepared book was 
excellent, better than in the .Tunior and the Senior Grades. This may, 
perhaps, be accounted for on the theory that Homer is more likely to 
engage the attention of boys than Xenophon or Euripides. It se6ma 
highly important that books should be chosen as subjects for the 
examinations which may be expected to excite an interest in the young. 
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Report of tJieJntevmedicUe 

Middle Grade. — Second Paper. 


Report of Wm. Ridgeway, m.a. 

The iransktioTi of the text subject (Xenophon) was decidedly well done 
on the whole, but from the unsatisfactory mauuor in which question 4 
(woi’ds and phrases) was done in many cases, the remark made on the 
Senior Grade, Fii*st Paper, as regards use of translations and non-use 
of lexicon, applies here also. 

The passages auprescribed were fairly <lone, but it would be desirable 
to find fewer mistakes made from loose idi^as of syntax. 

The performance on the liistoiy questions deserves high praise. Tluiy 
were done excellently by a very large percentage of candidates. 


Junior Grade. — First Paper. 

Report of Wm. Ridgeway, m.a. 

Question 1 was not very well done as a whole, whilst question 3 
(ordinal numbers) show'ed a gi-eat deal of confusion between ordinal and 
cardinal. 

Question 3 (comparatives) was fairly done, as wus also question 4 
(paxsing of verbal forms), whilst question 5 (conjugation of verbs) was 
badly done all round. Question 6 (use of prepositions) was thoroughly 
unsatisfactory, whilst question 7 (pai’tioles) was bad. 

A large number of candidates did not attempt question 8 (sentencc.s 
to be translated into Greek), or made very poor attempts. 

The translation from the prescribed author (Lucian) was excellent, 
but again the question on words and phrases, which is a test of minute 
and careful study, was not done as well as it ought to have been. 

The inference to be drawn from this, joined with the large number of 
failures in question 8, is that whilst much cave is spent on getting up 
the ti’anslations of the set author, composition and grammar are not 
sufficiently attended to. 

The general style of the papers was not what it might have been, if 
the candidates had more praevice in doing papers. There wei’o many 
candidates who would have got fim higher marks if tliey had had some 
more practice in wi-iting out grammar papers. 3'his wmdd have saved 
them from many of the inaccui*acies wliich caused them to lose mai*ks. 


Junior Grade.-*-Second Paper, 

Repoi-t of R. Y. Tyrrell, m.a. 

In the Junior Grade I found the prepared translation fairly good; 
but the attempts at transition from unprescribed books \rere poor in 
most cases. 

The answering in Histoiy impressed me favourably. 

On the whole, I think I see an improvement iix Greek, in all grades, 
since I examined in that subject tlii*ee years ago. 
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LATIN. 

SKNioxt Grade. — First Paper 
Pi^port of K. Y. Tyrrell, m.a. 

The answering in Latin seemed to mo on the wliolo satisfactory. 
Tlie scansion and prosody were better tliair last year, and there were 
some highly creditsrble compositions, including (I was glad to find) in a 
few cases really good exercises in verse. The translations of the pre- 
scribed book (Livy) ought to have been better. 


Senior Grade. — Second Paper. 

Report of Wm. Ridgeway, m.a. 

Much excellent work was sent in. The translation of the set author 
(Ovid, Metamorph. xiii.) was excellent, and the questions on the subject- 
matter very fairly doue, although as in the Greek, one would have liked a 
more accurate knowledge of the words selected from the author. 

The translation of the unseen passages was very fair, arid some candi- 
dates sent in very creditable renderings ; yet there were too many 
mistakes made in the Livy from looseness of syntax. A large number 
of candidates evidently regard nl and nec as identical. 

The history questions were admu'ably done os regards both form and 
matter. The candidates had been well taught. 


Middle Grade. — First Paper — Boys. 

Report of Rev. E. Maguire. 

The answer-books in this subject, in the great majority of cases, were 
remarkable for their length, showing some kind of acquaintance with 
the entire range of matter covered by the questions. Moreover, not a 
few furnished fairly satisfactory answers all round, with the single 
exception of the composition. Indeed, it must be admitted that tho 
marks scored in this department do not, on the whole, bear a favourable 
comparison witli those aAvarded in the same department of the Junior 
Grade papers. Probably the discrepancy arises from the greater diffi- 
culty of teacliing continuous composition, as it was here the Middle 
Grade pupils were chiefiy deficient. 

Only a very few attempted the “Latin Elegiacs” with any show of 
capacity for the work. 

Tho answering in the prosody, too, was, in many cases, disappointing. 


Middle Grade. — First Paper — Girls. 

Rei>ort of Rev. B. Maguire. 

Some few of the candidates showed a marvellous grasp of the subject, 
leavin'^ hardly any grammatical difficulty untouched. The average 
answering was very satisfactory, and extremely few failed. In general, 
however, the boys appear to possess a greater facility for mastering 
difficult idiomatic phrases, and a larger acquaintance with classical 
literature. 
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M&po-ri of the Intermediate 

Middle Grade. — Second Paper — Boys aiul Girls. 

Keporfc of Rev. Innocent Ryan. 

As Examiner of Latin Second Papers in IMiddle Gmde, I am happy to 
hear the most ample testimony to the high standard of excellence attained 
by the boys. 

The blanks were next to none ; whilst a large majority answered most 
of the q^uestions satisfactorily. 

The translation ot tlie “ at sight ” pieces was veiy creditable, thus 
proving the general soundness of the system. 

The Roman history answering was especially good ; whci’eon the 
schools deserve congratuhrtioD, ns the Siimo boys last year in Junior 
Grade were very weak in this department. 

Parsing and scanning, however, seem to demand much more attention 
than teachers evidently bestowed upon them during the])ast year. 

The girls’ papers were remarkably full ; their translations in most 
cases were very accurate and appreciative. Tliey were very weak, 
liowever, in parsing ; wliilst of scanning they seemed, as a rule, to have 
hilt the most limib^ knowledge. 


Junior Grade. — Eiest Paper — Boys. 

Joint Report of J. B. Bury, m.a., and Rev. E. Maguire. 

Tlie answering was on the whole very satisfactory both in Qrammai' 
and in translation, and, in the comparatively numerous cases where 
Honour marks were scored, tho style of the answers was generally good. 
It is remarkable tliat, in the 7th question, &, which involved an elemen- 
tary fact of grammar, was more frequently missed than a, c, d, which 
required a knowledge of syntactical rules. The same plienomenon was 
observable in the Latin compositions, many of which sliowed consider- 
able acquaintance with syntax, but failed in declension or in the simpler 
concords. In many cases this may have been due to carelessness. 

It may, perhaps, be useful to call the attention of tcachci’s to tho 
circumstance that not a few of tlie candidates set themselve.s at a dis- 
advantage by a very defective, sometimes illegible, handwriting. 

On the wJiole the answering lias been quite up to blio standard 
usually attained by junior boys. 


Junior Grade,— Pikst Paper— Girls. 

Report of Rev. E. Maguire. 

What has been said of the Junior Grade boys may be applied, with 
one slight modification, to the girls as well. The average marks of the 
latter in composition were somewhat below those of tho former. Of 
course, there were some biilliaut excejitions, papers which were little 
short of being perfect. Geography, and some of the collateral branches 
of knowledge, appeared to present greater difficulty to tlie female candi- 
dates. 
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Junior Grade, Latin. — Second Palmer. 

Report of Charles F. Doyle and Rev. Innocent Ryan. 

A large proportion of 1;lie answei-s was siieli as to reflect cx’o:1it on tlie 
Intermediate Schools. Though the cases of excellence wore rarer than 
might have been expected, there was a general soundness and accuracy. 
The translation of the prescribed authors was, on the wliole, satisfactoi-y. 
The Roman History seems to have been in general closely taught and' 
learned ; at the same time it is noteworthy that in not a few instances 
cmididates, who did very well on the harder parts of the paper, threw 
away their advantage by almost totally failing in History. The Unpre- 
sciibed passages were done admirably in some cases, but the majority 
of the boys so niisconstmed parts of them as to leave the impression 
on the Examiners that sufficient care is not given to the practice of 
“at sight” translation, and that pupils are not properly directed how 
to think out the meaning and construction of clauses. 

Two points seem to claim special notice: (1.) there was a decided 
luck of accuracy in Latin gi’imnnar and parsing : 

(2.) many of the boys not only inverted and upset, without any 
appa/rent remon^ the order of the questions, but also selected to answer 
one part of a question at one entl of the Answer Book and another 
part, without note or comment, at some remote distance, to the gi'eat 
worry of the Examiners. 


ENGLISH. 

Senior Grade, First Paper. — Boys. 

Report of Rev. John J. Clancy, Examiner. 

The answering of the Senior Grade students in English Was highly 
satisfactory throughout. No better proof of the efficiency of the Inter* 
mediate system of education, as at present conducted, could be furnished 
than by comparing the answer-books of the Junior and Senior Grade 
students for the current year. While the Junior Grade students 
betrayed, for the most part, a want of definite information, a disorderly 
process of tlxought, and a vague and careless incoherency of expression, 
the students of the Senior Grade, in at least ninety per cent, of the 
paper's, had command of a wide range of knowledge, which they ex- 
pressed with great clearness and precision. I shall deal separately 
with the three sections of the English Programme which came under 
my notice, viz,, Ooinposition, Grammar, arrd the answers from 
“ Waverley.” 

The English Essays were, with few exceptions, excellent. CoiTeot in' 
language, eloquent in style, and orderly in treatment, many of them 
Attained a finish not. often met with iu cai compositions. In 

these cases the perfect sequence with which thought was evolved from 
thought, and paragraph succeeded paragraph, struck me as being their 
most admirable feature, and was largely attributable, no doubt, 
to the fact that the writers, before commencing their essays, had 
drafted a rough scheme setting forth their main lines of thought, to 
which they closely adhered in the course of their compositions. The 
presence of such a scheme at the head of an essay, and tire fidelity with 
•wliich it was followed out, I regarded as a striking proof of both the 
industry of the teacher and the talent of the pupil 
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The answering in English Grammar was, for the most part, good. 
About twenty per cent, of the students showed a less intimate acquaint- 
ance with the department of philology than the importance of the 
subject warrants, and about the same proportion evinced either per- 
sonal negligence or defective training in their mode of analyzing 
sentences. With a view of securing a uniform system of Analysis, so 
desirable for both masters and pupils, I would venture to recom- 
mend the plan laid down by Mason in his “ English Grammar,” or that 
followed by Bain in his “ Higher English Grammar.” They are 
equally easy and equally well adapted for showing the relations between 
the different parts of sentences. 

The knowledge of “ Waverley ” manifested by the students gave 
proof, almost in every case, of considerable industry, and in a few 
instances of exceptional talents and cultured literary tastes. In the 
instances alluded to, not only was the qxiaint humoui’ of the author 
appreciated, and the idiosyncracies of his dramatis personoi thorouglily 
underetood, but even his dialogues, his classical quotations, liis enidite 
and often obscure allusions, were matter of ffimiliar knowledge ; and in 
the case of remarkable passages the veiy words of the text were 
accurately committed to tnemoiy. In another feature also some of 
the papers were vastly superior to others, and that is the neatness of the 
handwriting, and the order with which the several questions were 
treated, each being dealt vith in a conspicuously distinct paragraph 
having its proper nxrmber prefixed and its sections so arranged that the 
abtainmenls of the writer were visible at a glance. Tliis, though 
apparently a mattei- of little moment, I deem of the first importance ; 
and I call attention to it for the benefit of those students who 
are not disciplined sufficiently often in the work of written exercises, 
and who seem to regard the possession of a vast store of knowledge — 
“ a load of learned lumber ” — without the power of neatly arranging 
it and succinctly expressing it, as the highest aim of education. 


Senior Grade.— First Paper— Girls. 

Report of H. M. FitzGibbon, m.a., Examiner. 

- The answering on this papeir was remarkably good. The greater 
number of the candidates attained a very high standai’d indeed. Several 
of the Compositions displayed remarkable insight into the ohaiucter of 
Macbeth, and very considerable skill in the arrangement and treatment 
of the subject. The writing in many cases was very good and neat ; 
and but one candidate failed to pass in Composition. 

The answeiing in Grammar was good ; several of the questions were 
of a difficult and searching character. The analysis of the given 
sentences was, as a whole, well done. The philological questions were 
fairly well answered. 

As regards the answering in “ Wav&rUy ” nothing could have been 
better. It evidenced most careful preparation and a minute acquaint- 
ance with the details of the story, incidental allusions, <&c. This was 
the more satisfactory as the answers could not have been learned off out 
of notes (as in the Junior Grade). Considering the length of the book, 
the knowledge of its contents shown by many of the candidates was 
remarkable. 
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Middle Grade. — First Paper (Boys and Girls). 

Report of Rev. Henry Evans, d.d. 

The Answer-Books of the students examined on the First EnglisJi 
Paper; coutained no ti*aee of anything which might nngge.st uTcgularity 
in the siiperintendence of the Centre, or of lacking honour on the 
part of the candidates. Order in answering the que.stions was better 
observed than in any previous year of my experience ; the liaudwriting 
was reasonably good ; neatness of execution was plestsingly Ireciuent. 
There was hardly one instance of gross ignorance, and very few of wild 
guessing. 

The essays in English Composition show a fair command of language. 
The vocabulary, for the most part, was ample ; generally, the words used 
were appropriate, and the sentences grammatical j but the subject matter 
was often faulty, and too frequently it was quite remote from the theme 
choseu. For oiiginnlity of thought, logical sequence, and easy graceful 
expression, the compositions on “Manners” (Tennyson’s couplet) were 
distinctly superior. 

In the Grammar section there was evidence of considerable attainments. 
Analysis was usually well done, often indeed admirably. The answers, 
however, to the question respecting the prefix a, and the sulfix m, force 
me to believe that knowledge of verbal etymology is very defective. Full 
command of the origin and functions of prefixes and suffixes may bo 
over much to expect of Middle Grade students, but fair acquaintance 
with their meiming or force is convciiioiitly attainable. A large majority 
of the stuilcnts parse intclUgontly, but the tendency to mechanical 
piimde rather than rational statement, is too largely prevalent. 

Milton’s Paradise Lost., Book VII., was well prepared. The students 
sliowed accurate knowledge of the argammC of the Book. They 
were, for the most part, commendably familiiir with the obsolete or 
special senses in which Milton frequently uses words, and displayed a 
ready aptitude in explaining classical allusions. A fair j)roportion of the 
candidates understand and appreciate the meVrs of Paradise Lost. Many 
scanned the first two lines of Book VII. perfectly, but it is right to 
shite that quite a number were unequal to the task, and some, 1 fear, 
had never been taught to scan at all. On the whole, I was pleased with 
the knowledge of Prosody, which the Answer-Books evinced ; and feel 
warranted in hoping that so delightful an acquisition will be striven 
after ^vdth zealous diligence. 

Taking cvciytliing into consideration, I have pleasure in testifying 
that the work on the Fh’st Englisli Paper does marked credit to both 
teacheis and pupils, and deserves the approbation of the public. 


Junior Grade — Boys — First Paper. 

Report of Rev. J. J. Clancy, Henry M. FitzGibbon, m.a. ; 

Thomas Harrison, m.a. j and Rev. J. F. Hogan. 

The answering of the Junior Grade students on the questions in this 
paper was, on the whole, fairly good. The writing was clear and 
legible, and the spelling much improved. 

The English compo-sition was not at all bad for boys. Indeed some 
of the essays were of high merit in both style and matter, and showed 
good promise for the future. Unfortunately a much larger number 
were inelegant, confused, and commonplace ; we trust that more time 
and attention may be given to the srxbject in the preparation for next 
year. 
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The Grammar questions were, with one exception, well answered, and 
it is plain that a good deal of care must liave been bestowed on this 
branch of the Junior Grade studies. We are ol opinion, however, that 
the definition of “ inflection is not beyond the capacity of boys ; yet 
few had an. accui*ate notion of what inflection r^lly is. 

The parsing was again very poor. This important application of the 
Eules of Grammar so essential for the con’oetness of language, would 
seem to be altogether neglected in the schools of the country. “ Let is 
a noun.” “ Soul is a preposition.” “ We is an adverb.” The word 
‘‘ since ” is variously treated as a noun, a verb, an inteijection, and a 
relative pronoun ; and this in the answer-books of boys from whom one 
would expect much better. 

The answer’s to the questions taken from tlie “ Traveller " and the 
“Prisoner of Ohillon” were generally good, most of the students being 
able not only to quote the woi’ds correctly but also to explain their 
meaning and derivation when required. In the passage given for 
quotation a large number wrote the lines continuously as prose, ignoiing 
capital letters and punctuation altogether. The attention of candidates 
should also be directed to the fact tliat when a passage is gi^■en for 
explanation it is not siifficieut to write out a moi’e or less relevant 
note taken from the annotation of text-boolcs. They ai*e expected to 
give what they understand to be the meaning of the phrase or passage 
as a whole. 


Junior Grade Girls, First Paper. 

Eeport of Rev. Henry Evans, d.d., and William Graham, m.a. 

The miswering of the Girls in the Junior Grade for the present year 
was on the whole very satisfactory, though there was great inequality 
in it; the latter fact, no doubt, attributable in a large measure, to the 
unequal age of the candidates in the Junior Grade. The English 
Compositions presented a x’espectable level of merit, some of them being 
most promising ; a satisfactory result, which might, in future, be im- 
i>rovcd upon by a greater attention to the matter of punctuation 
in regard to which some of the Essays, otherwise good, showed a 
great negligence. In English Literature the answers were of quite 
average merit ; while in English Grammm', which perhaps more than 
English liiteracure, gives scope for the intelligence of the candidates, 
the subject being larger and the question less susceptible of being 
anticipated, the answering of the generality was fair, and of a few 
remarkably good. 


Senior Grade. — Second Paper — Bovs and Girls. 

Report of George Y. Dixon, 3i.a., and Archibald J. Nicolls, ll.b. 

In the Senior Grade the answering in English reached a very high 
standard. Ho candidate was disqualified, for failing in Orthography. 
The answers to the questions in Macbeth showed that the play had been 
generally very carefully prepared ; while the knowledge displayed in 
History and Geography bore testimony to the careful training most of 
the candidates had received. The answers to the questions set in 
English Literature were hardly quite as satisfactory, and one would 
have expected a little more attention to have been paid to style, 
especially in the criticisms given of Sir Wivlter Scott. 
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Middle Grade, Second Paper. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of John F. Taylor. 

What struck me most in going through the answers was tlie clearness 
with which questions involving mere memory were treated, and the 
comparative indecision with which the answers were given to those 
requiring reasoning power and reflection. In the Middle Grade, following 
precedent, I confined myself almost exclusively to such tests as could 
he dealt with by any careful student ft’oin a study of the prescribed 
text-books, and to all such questions the answers given were, as a 
rule, very satisfactory and full. But whenever the cue was lost, the 
student went hopelessly wrong. I do not mean such tilings as the 
substitution of one river for another, or the description of Waterloo 
instead of Saratoga. These are the ordinary devices with which 
examiners are familiar. But even when the student started fairly, 
one wTong turn of phrase or meaning sometimes led to the most 
puzzling confusion. This, I respectfully suggest, is due to the method 
of instruction which directs and develops the memory only. Moreover, 
in the very few questions given to test the general comprehension of 
the subjects by the students, tliis weakness was still more noticeable. 
While lists of works — many of them very obscure and unimportant 
— -were given with astonishing accuracy, the few who tried to tell 
when and how EngKsh became a literary language failed in the most 
elementary comprehension of what the question involved. On the 
whole, I do not think that the students could be much better trained 
and prepai’ed in the definite and clearly marked out jiarts of the 
programme, and wherever definite and neat answers were possible, 
they were given. It may be that this is quite enough to aim at in 
the case of such young students. But I think a few questions (say 
one-fourth of all those set) should be given to test mental powers other 
tlian mere memory. With regard to the writing and wording of the 
answers, very much, indeed, is to be desired. In most cases they were 
written in a slovenly, ill-formed, and varying hand ; so that the writing 
on one page bore little resemblance to that on the next. I think, too, 
that the practice of taking questions up and down (beginning at the 
end or the middle and then choosing at random), must lead to great 
irregularity of mind; while the students seem in some cases as if they 
wished to throw all the obstacles possible in the way of the examiner ; 
passing three or four pages and then beginning again and adding on tags 
of answers at the end of others, and so on. These, in my opinion, are 
all bad habits ; indeed, in some cases I think they are disingenuous ; 
but in any case they are avoidable and should be avoided. I do not 
know that I have any other remark to make, except, perhaps, that 
the filling in of the map of Italy was almost uniformly bad, and the 
enumeration of towns and islands almost uniformly good. 


Junior Grade — Boys — Second Paper. 

Report of George Y. Dixon, m.a. ; A. J. Nicolls, ll.b. ; Rev. Patrick 
O’Leary, Rev. J. Paterson Smyth, b.a., ll.b. 

The answering of the Junior Grade pupils whose papers were 
examined by us was in some respects of a high class, but was unsatisfac- 
tory in other particulars. 

It was evident that in most cases they had carefully studied the pre- 
scribed history course. But in many other instances the pupils showed that 
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ttey liftfl been crammed rather than informed. They repeated paragraphs 
almost verbatim from theii' text-books, but without understanding their 
meaning, and witliout grasping the important facts or principles which 
were alone of value in those })aragraphs. 

As regards geography we noticed that the geography of Ireland 
seemed to have been grossly neglected — which is the more remarhable 
because the geography of other countries had hoen, apparently, properly 
studied. The faidts which struck us as most serious seemed to have 
arisen from mistaken modes of study rather than from want of ability 
or want of attention on the part of the pupils. 


Junior Grade — Girls — First Paper. 

Report of the Rev. Walter McDonald. 

The answering of the gilds in this paper calls for no special notice j it 
had all the good qualities and all the defects tliat might be expected, 
considering the age of the students. Tliere were, perhaps, greater firm- 
ness and accuracy shown this year than usually. 

The subjects were History (English and Irish), Lockhart’s Z-ife of 
Napoleon, and Geography (Political and Pljysical). The students were 
almost all prepared very well, indeed, in Irish History ; l)ut in the 
geography of Ireland tliere were many great blunders. And these 
blunders were made by some who answered very well in other subjects, 
and even in the geogi'apliy of other countnos. 

The general appearance of the papers was very good, the penmanship 
was legible and neat ; and there was, as a rule, a brevity about the 
answers which showed that the points of the various questions were 
well appreciated. 


FRENCH. 

Senior Grade, Boys. — Middle Grade, Boys and Girls. 

Report of A. Cogery, b.a., l.l. (Paris). 

Tho improvement, noticed by me last year, is again proved by the 
diminution in the number of complete faihu*es. Several of these 
failures evidently result from the too short time given by some candi- 
dates to the Grammar questions and French Composition. I respectfully 
beg to call the attention of teachers to the absolute necessity of making 
their students more familiar with French Composition preparation, as 
jBreqiienbly the most elementary rules of accidence or syntax liavo not 
been accurately applied. Besides, in many cases, 1 noticed a want of 
knowledge of the French equivalent for the most usual words. 

Notwithstanding these observations, I am happy to point out the 
great general improvement. 

Tlie translation from French is generally very good. 


Senior Grade — Giris. 

Report of V. Steinberger, m.a. 

The impression left on my mind, after the correction of the papera, 
is that the onswei'ing in general is satisfactory, as the comparatively few 
failures prove. But or the weakness shown in- Grammar there would 
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scarcely be any failnres. Ifc seejns to be left out of sight that a candi- 
date in the Senior Grade is expected to possess a fair knowledge of the 
syntax of the language. 

The principal mist^es in Composition arose from a defective know- 
ledge of {a) the demonstrative and relative pronouns ; (h) the use of the 
imperfect and past definite ; (c) the rendering of the English present 
participle ; and (d) the genders of French nouns, in which the very best 
candidates showed themselves weak. 

Another point that struck me forcibly is the great disregard shown 
to the exact meaning of the Grammar questions, which seem often mis- 
understood by the candidate on accoimt of too great a liurry or nervous- 
ness. 

The translation from prescribed and unprescribed authors has been 
done very satisfactorily. 


Junior Grade — Boys. 

Joint Report of Paul E. Barrier, Edmond J. M‘Weent, m.a,, and V, 
Steinberger, m.a. 

The standard of answering in the Grammar Section has been fully 
maintained this year. There are, however, some points on which the 
average student is, we find, decidedly weak, and to which we think the 
attention of pupils requires to be more carefully directed by the 
teachers. We allude to the accentuation of “ e ” in such verbs as ‘pro- 
mt/nATy where that letter varies in sound in the different moods and 
tenses. 

The other Grammar questions which proved most troublesome were 
those bearing on the agreement of the past participle and on the forma- 
tion of the plural of compound nouns. 

In the rendeiing into French of the colloquial sentences of the com- 
position a distinct improvement has been noticed by those of us who 
have acted on previous occasions. The continuous passage for transla- 
tion into French was for the most part, however, only indifferently done, 
in spite of the fact that it possessed no great difficulties, and we would 
earnestly recommend that greater stress be laid on the instruction in 
French Composition. 

Ko part of the paper was so well answered as the impi’epared transla- 
tion, which was extremely well rendered — in many cases better than 
that of the passages from the prescribed authors. 


Junior Grade — Giris. 

Report of T. 0 . D’Auquieh. 

I found the translation from French into English generally well done, 
and especially so the unseen passage. 

The Prose Composition was almost invariably a failure, although 
thei'e were a few remarkable exceptions. 

The Grammar portion of the paper was, as a rule, fairly well done ; 
the first question having the largest number oi failures. 

In almost every case the neatness and handwriting are to be com- 
mended. 
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GERMAN. 

All Grades — Boys aud Girls. 

Report of E. L. Fisciieu. 

The great importance which is attached now-a-days to the knowledge 
of German in every hranch of professional life, in the army, and in 
mercantile pvirsnits, not to mention the ]>aramoimt interest scholars 
take in the atady of a literature which is perhaps second to none in 
wealth and importance, makes it a matter of regret that only 4S0 candi- 
dates, owt of a total of between 5,000 and G,000, presented themselves 
for the German Examination. 

On the other hand it is satisfactory to state that, on the whole, the 
papers show a considerable amount of care, laiowledgc, and intelligence, 
especially in the Senior Grade. Some of the hoys of the Junior Grade, 
whose average marks only reached a dozen or two, miglit with advantage 
have waited another year’ before presenting themselves for these exami- 
nations. Not even the easiest Junior Paper can be disposed of without 
a fair knowledge of the rules for tlie gendei*s, of the declcnsinns, the 
numerals, the regular and at least some irregular verbs. Greater atten- 
tion ought to he paid to German handwriting. It increases the labour of 
the examiner considerably and unfairly to have to i)ainfully scrutinize 
tlie character and the formation of letters, as if he had to deciplicr 
hieroglyphs. 


CELTIC. 

All Grades. 

Report of tlie Rev. E. Hogan, S.J. 

As the 418 candidates in Celtic must have been insufTiciently 
equipped with Trish-Eiiglish and English-Irisli dictionari^, I cannot hut 
wonder at the high standard of excellence which many of thorn have 
reached in grammar, translation, and composition. Tlie Answer-books, 
on the whole, reflect great credit on the pupils and their tcachei's. 

1. Though many show a complete mastery, or a good gi‘asp, of grammar, 
the ignorance of others betrays itself, not only in tho wild answers to 
grammar questions, but in loo.se translation and incorrect compo.sition. 
This want of necessary knowdedge is to be I'cgretted, and is, of necessity, 
severely dealt with in the marking sheets. 2. More attention slioiild 
be paid to the use of the emphatic pai'ticles, which are so c<.»mmon in 
Irish, and also to the arrangement of words in Irish sentences. 
3. Though some of the translations were very close and at tlie same 
time elegant, most of them were too free. 4, The idiomatic use of j>re- 
positions should be more carefully noted ; Rug me ar fheasuig air, means 
I took (or caught) him by the beard ; the idiom is common, and is 
explained in Dr. Joyce’s Grammar. Now, twenty-five diffevoiit and 
wrong versions of this are given in the Middle Grade j such as. I 
placed a beard on him, he bore mo on his beard, T had recourse to my 
beard, I took on a heard on him, I plucked the heard off him, ikc. ’ 
These siUy versions would not have been wi-itten if the wise precaution 
had been taken of reading the whole text, so as to catch the general 
meaning of it. Many instances of this want of reflection there aro in. 
the Jimior Grade, in which twenty-six boys give such queer translations 
as these : — -‘The whole array came in on one leg; the whole host came 
in on one limb; the whol^ crowd entered on one member.” 
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ITALIAN. 

All Gkades — Boys and Girls. 

Report of Rev. Barth. A. O’Keeffe, d.d. 

The general character of the papers was highly creditable and satia- 
factoiy. 

Out of 237 papers examined by me there were only some six or eight 
failures — a hict on which the teachers, no less than the pupils, are to be 
heartily congratulated. The papers of the girls, in all Grades, were, as 
a whole, better than those of the boys ; and this was notably the cose 
in the Middle (3rade, where the anawenng of the boys was not what I 
might have expected from them. Their translation of English into 
Italian was, wdth few exceptions, poor and very faulty. I might, 
indeed almost say the same of the Junior Grade boys. 

Judging from the papers of a large number of boys in the Junior and 
Middle Grades, I am led to conclude that the teachers do not devote as 
much attention to the compositions of their pupils as they ought. 

The Senior Grade boys, however, gave evidence of having been very 
carefully and successfully instructed in this particular branch of the 
language. 


ELEMENTARY MECHANIOS. 

SismoR Grade — Boys. 

Repoi*t of J, R. Leebody, d.sc. 

The answering in Mechanics was, on the whole, very good. Of the 
173 candidates examined 106 passed. The subject however is, as a rule, 
only taken up by boys with some aptitude for Mathematics. One can- 
didate obtained full marks, a very creditable performance for a school- 
boy on the paper set. More care should be taken by teachers to 
familiarize their pupils with the coiTCot meanings of such terms as 
“ Force,’’ “ Energy,” “"Work,” “Velocity,” “Acceleration.” Confusion 
of thought in regard to the meaning of these terms is a hoj^eloss barrier 
to progress in the study of Mechanics. 


ALGEBRA AND ARITHMETIC. 

Senior Grade — Boys. 

Report of J. R. Leebody, d.sc. 

The answering was decidedly better than in the Middle Grade, the 
})roportiou of unprepared candidates competing being much less. Of the 
259 candidates examined 111 passed, and the answering srf a number 
of these showed evidence of decided mathematical abLlity and careful 
training. It was clear, however, that although the teaching in some of 
the schools is excellent, the teaching in many othew is defective.

ALGEBRA. 

Middle and Junior Grades — Girls. 

Report of Rev. Erancis Lennon. 

The answering of the Senior Grade Girls in Algebra and Arithmetic 
has not been good. Less than 38 per cent, have succeeded in passing, 
and only 3 out of 74 examined have obtained honour marks. Failure 
has resulted in most cases from an imperfect knowledge of the 
elementary pai-ts of Algebra. Much time has been wasted in attempt- 
ing to study Progressions and the Binomial Theorem by some who 
could not solve an ordinary quadratic equation. 

The Middle Grade girls have answered in Algebra somewhat better 
than those of the Senior Grade ; os less than 42 per cent., however, 
have succeeded in passing, the difference is not great. 

But, in the Junior Grade, the answering of the girls in Algebra has 
been excellent. A little over 54 per cent, have passed, and more than 
a third of these with honours — 4 girls getting full marks. 


PLANE TRIGONOMETRY. 

Senior Grade. 

Report of Rev. Francis Lennon. 

The answering in Trigonometry has been good. More than 64 per 
cent, of the boys have passed, and nearly one-half of these with honours 
. — one boy getting full marks. In several instances an injudicious dis- 
tribution of the time allowed has resulted in a much diminished total. 
Many boys devoted most of tlie time to the more difficult questions on 
the paper, reserving the simpler ones for the end ; and, then, owing to 
the imrry and mental fatigue, they mistook the meaning of some which, 
in other circumstances, they could have answered fully in a few minutes. 

Out of 26 girls examined in the same subject, 15 have passed, and C 
of these with honours. 


ALGEBRA. 

Middle Grade— Bots. 

Report of J. R. Leebodt, d.sc. 

A few of the candidates made excellent answering, one obtaining full 
marks. The general results of the examination, however, were unsatis- 
factory. Of the 648 candidates examined 318 failed to pass. This 
high proportion of failures was largely due to the fact that a number 
of candidates competed who were absolutely ignorant of the subject. 
It is useless for a boy who considers that the solution of an equation 
may contain the unknown quantity, or that the highest common factor 
of two expressions is got by multiplying the expressions together to offer 
himself for examination in Algebra. A want of thorough grounding 
in the elements of the subject was observable in the answering even 
of the better class of candidates. For example, the solution of several of 
the questions demanded a knowledge of simple algebraic factorisation, and 
it was surprising to find in how few cases this knowledge was possessed. 
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Junior Grade — Boys. 

Report of John England, m.a. ; Gerald Griffin, and Rev. William 

HUGHEa, B.D. 

We cannot, say that the answering in Algebra this year was satis- 
factory. About 45 per cent, failed to obtain the number of marks 
requii'ed for a pass. The number of those who did not obtain any 
marks whatev(jr is, we regret to say, considerable. We were struck 
with the largo number of those who showed a complete ignorance 
of some of the elementary rules, especially that of finding the 
L. 0. M. 

Want of fiicility in working by factors was also generally apparent. 

We wish to call the attention of teachers to the necessity of im- 
pressing upon their pupils the great importanoe of clearness, accuracy, 
and neatness in their work. 

A fair proportion of the students did all the questions neatly, 
accurately, and well, 


ETJCLID. 

Senior and Middle Grades — Boys and Girls. 

Report of J. C. Rea, b.a. 

I beg to submit the following report on the Euclid papers examined 
by me. 

The answering of tho Senior Boys was very satisfactory. Of the 266 
examined, 117 passed with honours, 111 passed without honours, and 
38 failed. The propositions of Euclid were well . done witli the ex- 
ception of the seventh and thirty-third of the Sixth Book. Many ot 
the boys lost marks on these, especially the latter, by not proving them 
completely. A fair proportion got marks on the deductions, and tliroe 
bo3^ answered the five deductions completely. 

The answering of the Senior Girls was not so satisfactory. Of the 
61 examined, 11 passed with honours, 31 passed without honours, and 19 
failed. Tho papers of some of those who failed were so bad that it seems 
strange the candidates presented themselves for the examination. They 
were evidently completely unprepared, no less than five failed to get a 
single mark. It was clear from the misapplication of some of the terras, 
equimultiple, etc,, that a few of the candidates had not learned the text 
of Euclid intelligently. On the other hand, many of the girls answered 
the pi’oposifcions very well, and one succeeded in getting full mark.s on 
the deductions. 

The Euclid of the Middle Grade Boys was excellent, the propositions 
were evidently carefully prepared, and some of the candidates worked 
out the deductions in an admirable manner. Of the 570 examined, 352 
passed with honours, 167 passed without honours, and 51 failed. The 
proportion of those who got marks on one or more of the deductions 
was not so high as in the case of the Senior Boys. 

The Middle Grade Girls answered much better than the Senior Gills, 
but not nearly so well as the Middle Grade Boys. Of the llGexamiued, 
47 passed with honours, 36 without honours, and 33 failed. As in tli“ 
case of the Middle Grade Boys the text of Euclid was very well done, 
34 of the girls who got honour marks got them on the propositions 
alone. The proportion who got marks on the deductions was more than 
twice that of the Senior Girls, 
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JuNioE Grade. — Boys. 

Joint Report of Wm, Berqin, b.a. j R. W. Griffin, dl.d. j Rev. 

Thomas E. Judge ; and Rev. Francis Moran, m.a. 

We beg to report that many of the candidates who pr^ented them- 
se]ves for examination had evidently studied only two books of Euclid, 
some only one. 

In some papers there were frequent slips, and a complete absence of 
order, both of which faults resulted from slovenly habits of thought, 
due to careless tiuining. 

There were many indications of cramming. The various portions of 
the construction and proof had been committed to memory whilst the 
point of the reasoning was wholly lost sight of. 

The majority neglected in some important cases to give the authority 
for statements made in the course of the proof. 

It is clear that in some schools the pupils are exercised in writing out 
the constructions and demonstrations, and that in others this discipline 
is wholly neglected. Hence the neatness, conciseness, and accuracy of 
some papers — the disorder, prolixity, and inaccuracy of others. 

A. small number only attempted the deducibles, and many succeeded 
in obtaining honour marks, on a knowledge of the bare book-work. 


Junior Grade — Girls. 

Report of Robert W. Griffin, ll.d. 

I regi’et to have to report that the majority of tho girls who presented 
tliemselves for examination in the Junior Grade Euclid, knew absolutely 
nothing about the work. Many did not attempt a single question, others 
transcribed the enunciations in full, and after making a few irrelevant 
statements involving matliematical terms, acquired by rote, proceeded to 
di'aw a conclusion, not in every case the one required. 

Only a few attempted solutions of the deducibles, one alone being in a 
degree successful. 

A small number of the candidates appear to have been exercised and 
instructed in method of writing out the demonstrations, and much time 
was lost in transcribing the questions. I consider it sufficient to refer 
to the number and to proceed at once to the construction and demon- 
stration. It might be well to consider the advisability of giving in- 
struction to candidates on this point on papers set in future. 


ARITHMETIC. 

Middle Grade. — Boys. 

Report of S. FitzPatriok. 

Tho answering of the hoys of Middle Grade was very satisfactory, 
although not quite equal to that of some recent years. Due time and 
care are evidently given in many schools to this impoi-tant subject. The 
number who passed the examination was eighty-one per cent, of the 
whole, and of these the half secured honours in many cases by .splendid 
work. The paper was well within their grasp, at the same time it was 
sufficiently difficult to give importance to a pass with honours, 
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Middle Geade — Gikls. 

Report of S. PitzPatbick. 

The very large mimher of failures and the chai-acter of the work of 
the girls of Middle Grade show, in the case of a great proportion of 
the candidates, that there was throughout the year no preparation, or a 
very inadequate one for their examination in this subject. In marking 
these papers it is difficult to conceive that they belong to pupils who 
have passed through the Junior Grade, and possibly through several 
annual examinations. Of 305 examined, forty-three obtained honours, 
ninety-three passed, and 169 or fifty-five per cent, failed. Such a 
result is not creditable to the schools or to the system. 


Junior Grade — Boys. 

Joint Report of E. H. Hdghes-Dowlinq and Rev. John W. 

Tristram, m.a. 

We examined 3,926 boys, and found the answering, as a whole, 
inferior to that of last year. The points calling for special notice 
are the following : — 

(a.) A want of the knowledge of notation, as evidenced by the failure 
of hundreds of boys to get any credit for question 1, though they did 
more advanced ones. 

(6.) The questions involving Vulgar and Decimal Eraotions were 
generally clumsily solved, the main steps of the solution being very 
seldom indicated; owing to the roundabout method employed, three 
times as many figures were used as were necessary; very few pupils did 
those questions by clearing of fractions at once by multiplying numerator 
and denominator of the whole fraction by the L. C. M. of the small 
fractions. 

(c.) Question 7 was very badly answered indeed, only 62 boys out 
of 3,925 or about 1'3 per cent, getting full marks for it, and only 35 
per cent, getting any credit at all for it. 

(d.) Most candidates worked very inaccurately ; many of the 36 per 
cent, spoken of in the last paragraph having failed to get full marks, 
owing to inaccurate workuig. Candidates seldom checked then- work, 
and were usually rmtidy, neatness being the exception. 

In conclusion we may remark that although we have mainly dwelt 
on the faults of the answering, we received many indications of good 
and careful teaching on the part of the teachers and serious study on 
the part of the pupils. 


Jdnior Grade. — Girls. 

Report of S. EitzPateick. 

I regret that it is not in my power to report favourably of the girls of 
the Junior Grade. Only nineteen per cent, got honours, while so many 
as forty-one per cent, failed, and many failed so badly as to force the 
doubt of their having received any real arithmetical instruction through- 
out the year. About twenty-five per cent, answered creditably, giving 
satisfactory evidence of that careful teaching which makes the pupils 
pretty confident of working any sum belonging to a recognised rule. 
Failures in Hotation, Reduction, Simple Proportion, or Practice, are

inexcusable where the method of solution is plain. The notation of No. 
I. proTed too difficult for most candidates, and I remarked that very 
few who succeeded in answering it failed to pass, showing the value of 
a sound knowledge of the elementary rules. 


BOOK-KEEPING. 

Junior Grade — Boys and Girls. 

Tleport of Edward Spencer, m.a. 

I have examined the answers of 1,869 candidates in Book-keeping 
(1,670 hoys and 199 girls), and find that, of the boys, 8 per cent, have 
passed wth honours, 30 per cent, have passed without honours, and 62 
per cent, have failed ] of the girls, 4 per cent, have passed with honours, 
37 per cent, have passed without honours, and 59 per cent, have failed. 

Some of the answers — especially among the boys — are extremely 
good, and exhibit a thorough knowledge of the subject, but the general 
answering is poor and mucJi disfigured by want of accuracy and neatness. 


NATURAL PHILOSOPHY. 

Senior Grade — Boys. 

Report of George P. Fitzgerald, m.a. 

On the whole, the Senior Grade boys answered fairly well. They 
would, many of them, have answered better if they had been taught to 
perform some experiments. For instance, many gave the shadow 
photometer method of determining the relative intensities of two lights, 
and yet none of them gave a hint that it was desirable to place the 
lights so that the shadows are in juxtaposition. This is a simple experi- 
ment, requiring no apparatus hut what is everywhere to hand, and it is 
almost impossible that a boy who had frequently made this experiment 
would have forgotten this important adjustment. 


Senior Grade — Glelb. 

Report of George F. Fitzgerald, m.a. 

The Senior Grade girls answered very badly. A much larger pro- 
portion of them than of the boys seemed to have taken much pains to 
leaim o3 a good many tilings connected with the subject, and then dis- 
burdened their minds by writing down what they had learned without 
caring, or perhaps knowing, whether it had any relation to the questions 
asked. This is the acme of bad teaching. It is ruinous for a girl to 
be taught that she knows Natural Philosophy when she does not under- 
stand the words she uses. 

The general statements in the reports on the Junior Grade and Senior 
Grade boys apply equally to the Senior Grade girls. 
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Middle Grade — Boys. 

Heport of J. J. Doherty, ll.d. 

It was quite a relief to tiun from the Answer Books of tho Junior 
Grade candidates to those of the Middle Grade. The greater number of 
the papers of the former were this year wretchedly poor j tlie majority 
of the latter were satisfactory, and some reached a high standard of 
merit. Many of the Middle Grade candidates showed a thorough 
acquaintance with the subjects of the progi’amme. Their answering was 
no mere reproduction of the language of a text-book. They had obtained 
a thorough grasp of principles, and they were able to apply them 
with facility to the solution of the problems on their examination paper. 
Very many of the candidates had evidently received careful and thouglit- 
ful teaching. I could not help feeling, as I read their papers, that these 
young students had gone through an excellent mental training, and had 
acquired a knowledge of physical laws which must be of great benefit to 
them, whatever their future careers may be. 

These remai*ks do not apply to the whole of the candidates. A large 
number of them had no intelligent knowledge of the subject. They had 
some slight acquaintance with the text-book, but their imperfect ^ow- 
ledge proved of little or no seiwice when they attempted to answer the 
questions proposed. 


Middle Grade — Girls. 

Report of J. J. Doherty, ll.d. 

There were very few girl candidates in Natimal Philosophy. Their 
answering, on the whole, showed, I think, a decided sbep in advance of 
that of last year. Some of the papers were very poor, but there were 
some that were very creditable indeed, and the answering of one candi- 
date was remarkably good. 

The diagi’ams and sketches of apparatus sent forward by the girls 
were, as a rule, very carelessly drawn. 


Junior Grade — Boys. 

Joint Report of George Coffey, b.e., J. J. Doherty, ll.d., and 
George P. FitzGerald, m.a. 

The answering of the Junior Grade boys was very unsatisfactoiy. 
That it was much worse than last year does not seem explicable by the 
character of the paper, because Question 6, for instance, was not so well 
answered as regar(^ merely the application of a formula as the corres- 
ponding question on the pendulum last year. 

The examiners desire to call the attention of teachers to the very 
large proportion of failures to answer t)ie questions on the inclined 
plane and on the barometer. It seems as if sufficient attention had uot 
been devoted to impressing upon the boys the principles upon which the 
action of instruments depend. In the case of the inclined plane, by far 
the greater number worked out the forces either parallel to the plane or 
the horizon, or both, required to support the body, and sent them up 
as an answer to the question of how much work must be done in moving 
the body , up the plane. This shows imperfect teaching. The boys had 
been taught to answer particular questions instead of being taught to 
apply familiar principles, and in consequence, when asked a question 
including the words “ inclined plane,” they give the answer tliat they 
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had, paiTotlike, learned to give to the “inclined plane." Similarly, in 
the case of tiie barometer, only a vei'y smcdl percentage of the boys 
seemed able to apply to it the principle that the fluid pressure at a point 
in a vessel is independent of the shape of the vessel. The hoys must 
have been taught “ The Bai’ometer ” as an independent entity, and not 
as an application of already taught hydrostatic principles. It may also 
be that in many cases so much attention was concentrated on the 
common way of proving the formula for calculating the pressure at a 
given depth in a liquid that the boys imagined, that an actual straight 
column of one square inch in area and thirty inches high was required 
to balance the atmospheric pressure. The reasons given for a particular 
arrangement, as, for example, in this question about a barometer, are 
ver)' often of a Hnd that should not be given by carefully taught boys. 
It is no answer to a question asking for “ experiments to prove ” some 
fact, to give a statement of a law and say that that proves it, and yet 
very many boys stated Boylo’s law and gave it as an answer to No. 9. 
Such boys have not learned the importance and distinctive character of 
synthetical inductions from experiment as compared with analytical 
deductions from a law j and yet one of the most important educational 
objects aimed at in teaching how to study Nature is to teach how to 
make scientific inductions from experiment: a part of. education of 
transcendent importance that is not touched by any other subject of 
education. SimUarly, it is no answer to say of particular arrangements : 
“ That wouldn’t work" : “ This gives accurate results," when the whole 
question is : “ Why does this give accurate results 1 “ Why wouldn’t 

that work?" One great object in leaimng Natural Philosophy is to 
learn to be dissatisfied with this kind of answer. Such answers are 
given by those wbo have not been taught to ask “Why”? Even 
Junior G-i’ade boys should have been taught both to ask “Why?" and 
also how to interrogate Nature and find out the answer, or else Natural 
Pliilosophy will have done them very little good, if it has not even done 
them actual harm, by making them think they know something, 
when they have not even learnt their own ignorance. A good many 
boys called a barometer a tker-momet&rj and stated that it measured 
temperature. This confusion is the more remarkable inasmuch as 
Junior Grade boys are nob expected to study heat. The most obvious 
cause of such mistakes is that the boys are not familiar with the use of 
instruments, and until the schools teach practical subjects practically, 
the children cannot learn them properly. 

The examiners would call attention to the abominable drawing of 
diagrams, sections, and figures. It is impossible for boys to reason pro- 
perly about diagrams that are so had that even a trained eye familiar 
with the whole matter can hardly follow them. Teachers should see 
that hoys learn to draw diagrams, ifec., sufficiently large and clear to be 
easily understood, as otherwise the boys learn to repeat from memory 
instead of learning to reason from their own diagrams, and this is one 
of the worst faults a boy can be taught, and it is one that is very quickly 
learned. 


Junior Grade — Girls. 

Report of George Oopfey, b.e. 

The answering of the girls was far from satisfactory this year. The 
errors wore for the most part of the same character as those noticed in 
the Report on the Junior Grade boys, to which I beg to refer, and do 
; not call for any special remarks. 
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CHEMISTRY. 

Senior Grade. 

Report of A. E. Dixon, m.d., p.c.s. 

The answering iu this grade calls for uo special remark. It was, 
generally speaking, satisfactory ; and it is gratifying to note, that in 
several cases the candidate were ahle to illustrate their answers, by 
examples chosen from Organic Chemistry 3 though the latter subject is 
not actually prescribed for examination. 

As in the other grades, the questions best answered were those in- 
volving tlieoretical, rather than practical points. 


Middle Grade. 

Report of A. E. Dixon, m.d., p.o.s. 

The results in this grade have been distinctly satisfactory. Nearly 
threo-fourths of the candidates succeeded in passing, and of these almost 
one-half obtained honour-marks. The answering in sevei-al cases was 
of a very high order of excellence, indicating not only efficient teaching, 
but also earnest and Cixreful work and study. But, though many papers 
were highly creditable, still the featui*e iu this, as in the other grades, 
was the scantiness of sound practical knowledge. A marked contrast 
was observable between the freedom and general accuracy with which 
chemical equations were handled on the one hand j and on the other, 
the want of real knowledge of the conditions determining the inter- 
actions which the equations symbolized, and of the phenomena observable. 
In other words, there was a deficiency of that substantial experimental 
knowledge of the subject, wliich can be acquired only in the laboratory. 


Junior Grade. 

Joint Report of A. E. Dixon, m.d., p.c.s., and J. Huston Stewart, b.sc. 

The answering in this grade has been, on the whole, satisfactory, as 
the comparatively small number of failures indicates. 

The more theoretical portions of the subject were, for tlie most part, 
well handled ; we note, however, that in the giving of definitions there 
was a tendency towards the employment of set forms of woi-ds, which 
in many oases indicated failure to grasp the real meaning. Again, in 
discussing the constitution of atmospheric air, the answera showed, 
almost without exception, that the candidates did not clearly appreciate 
the principle of simple atomic ratios. The failure to grasp this some- 
what elementary conception was the more remarkable, since, as already 
stated, the general principles of the subject have been fairly well 
mastered. 

But, on the other hand, we regret to note a distinct weakness, as 
regards knowledge of the experimental side of the subject. Though in 
many cases a knowledge of manipulation, and the properties of sub- 
stances, was displayed, which was creditable alike to teacher and student; 
still, in the vast majority of cases it was evident that the students^ infor- 
mation was chiefly derived from books. Now it is almost needless to 
say, that real knowledge of an experimental science can only be acquired 
through practical acquaintance with it. 

While recognizing, therefore, that much good work has been done, we 
would strongly recommend a more demonstrational form of teaching ; 
the latter to be supplemented, wherever possible, by the performance of 
praotloal work on the students’ own part. 
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MTJSIC. 

All Grades— Boys. 

Report of J. Chr. Marks, mus.d. 

I beg to submit tbe following report on the papers in music, Senior, 
Middle, and Junior Grades (boys), examined by me. 

In tbe Senior Grade there were thirteen candidates ; eleven of these 
passed, three of them with honoui’s. The papers on the whole were most 
creditable, the only weakness discernible was in the fourth and fifth 
sections (Musical Forms and History of Music). 

In the Middle Grade there were thui;y-eight candidates, of these 
twenty- six passed, seven of them with honoui-s ; these papers were also 
very creditable, although some curious answers appeared in the History 
section ; for instance, ihe names given of tlie three great opei-as by Mozart 
were “ Acis and Galatea,’’ “ Polifini ” and “ Rinaldo ; ” and of the three 
great oratorios by Hand^, “Elijah,” “The Creation,” and “II trionpho 
del Tempo el dissengano j ” and again, the names given of the composers 
of the following works were — “Israel in Egypt” by Josquin des Fres, 
“William Tell” by Mozart^ “Faust” by Bennett^ and “Israel in 
Egypt ” by Palestrina \ however, the general work was good and proved 
that the candidates had been carefully prepared. 

In the Junior Grade there were 633 candidates — 626 and seven 
over age; of the 626, 204 passed, sixty of them with honours, and of the 
seven over age five passed and two qualified for honours. 

The answering in this grade was not satisfactory, some of the answer 
books were returned blank, and a great number only showed the most 
superficial knowledge of the simplest rudiments, and did not go beyond 
the first section, while a number of Italian expressions to indicate pace 
seem to have been coined at the moment, such as “ Su^'ilana” “ adeghof 
Piazza^" very soft; cento f slow; begin again; Deminino^'* 

dying away, &c., &c. I mirnt, however, except the answer books of 
the candidates who passed with honours ; these were most creditable and 
satisfactory, and exhibited a thorough knowledge of the whole subject, 
and in addition many of them were worked and written out with a 
neatness and accuracy highly to be commended. 

In conclusion I beg to say that the Senior and Middle Grade candidates 
were evidently prepared for the exammation, but tliink that a more 
Crareful training and preparation of the pupils entering for the Junior 
Grade would be desirable. 


All Grades — Girls. 

Report of Joseph Smith, mds.d. 

I have the honour to suburit my report upon the examination 
in Music for the present year under the Board of Intermediate Education, 

The portion of the work entrusted to me consisted of the girls’ papers 
in all Grades. 

In the Junior Grade I was pleased with the comparatively high level 
of the general answering. The questions in Harmony were, for the most 
part, satisfactorily worked out ; while those in reference to “pace, and 
manner of performance/’ elicited, almost universally, creditable results. 
I remarked, however, considerable uncertainty prevalent in matters 
pertaining to absolutely rudimentary musical knowledgCr The answer- 
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iug in the Middle and Senior Grades waa not proportionately good. 
The treatment of the questions in Harmony gave evidence of the facr 
that, in the majority of instances, the first principles of the science had 
been insufficiently grasped. This remark may be said to apply more 
particularly to that department of Harmony -which deals with the 
nature and treatment of dissonances. 

The questions in Musical History -w-ere, on the whole, fairly well 
answered. Those, however, in the sections of Transposition and 
Counterpoint were somewhat disappointing in results. 


OBJECT DKAWJHG. 

Seniok Gkade. — Boys and Girls. 

Beport of A. W. F. Langman. 

The boys have by far the greater number of failures, but those who 
have scored marks have done so by strong (although somewhat coarse) 
and vigorous drawings. Many students in both sections have forgotten 
that glazed objects have concentrated lights and unglazed diffused lights. 
Also that a shaded drawing although not strongly outlined should have 
the drawing as shown by the shapes of the masses carefully formed. 
Good drawing (outline) alone would score a number of marks. It is 
not meant by this that the shading should not he attempted. The girls were 
either better selected or better trained, for the average of their work -s^'as 
higher and certainly gave more pleasure to examine. The table of 
statistics will show that the girls have fewer failures than before. 


GEOMETRICAL DRAWING AND CONSTRUCTION OF 
SHADOWS. 

Senior Grade. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of P. J. Prendergast, c.e. 

I regret to have to report that the answering this year of boys and 
girls, senior gi’ade, in this subject was not at all satisfactory. 

Twenty-one out of the forty-seven candidates (boys) who presented them- 
selves for examination utterly failed to obtain a single mark, and only 
fifteen scored over fifty marks. 

Two candidates (girls) out of twenty one examined failed to receive a 
mark, eight obtaining over fifty, 

The answering on the whole showed much better preparation by the 
girls than the boys. 

It is e-vident from the re.'^ults that the training in this subject, one of 
such vast importance in Continental schools, is almost ignored in our 
Intermediate schools. 


FREEHAND. 

* Middle Grade — Boys. 

Report of Edward S. O’Brien, b.b. 

Although the number of candidates -who obtained honour-marks was 
liot large yet many very good drawings were examined, and a large pro- 
portion gave evidence of a, fair knowledge of the subject. 
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A number enter for examination, wlio being entirely ignorant of 
drawing make no real attempt at work and consequently obtain few, if 
any, marks. 

Frequently tbe candidate devotes his time principally to the details of 
the example set, neglecting both the necessity for correctness of general 
proportion and for drawing the princix)al lines on bothi sides before 
putting in the secondary ones. 

On the whole the drawings were good and I consider the results 
satisfactory. 


Middle Grade. — Girls, 

Report of A. W. F. Langman. 

There is a large per-centage of passes, about the same os last year, but 
not many in honours. 

Some still finish one side entirely before the other. Tlie main lines 
should be drawn fii*st on both sides ; or, if not a symmetrical copy, the 
principal lines of the design and the details added last if there is time. 

Proportion is the most important point, and widtlis should be checked 
by, judging by the eye, similar angles. 


PERSPECTIVE AND ISOMETRIC PROJECTION. 
Middle Grade — Bovs. 

Report of Edward S. O’Brien, b.e. 

Some excellent papei*s were examined and the answering of many 
candidate was most satisfactory. A very large number, however, 
seemed totally unprepared and not to understand the most elementary 
rules of Perspective or of Isometric Projection. 

Candidates should pay move attention to neatness and to showing 
construction lines clearly, and should in all cases indicate back edges of 
objects by dotted lines. 

The rule of working on one side of the paper only should be more 
generally observed, and the problems should be better “placed” on the 
paper worked on, of which some candidates use a most unnecessary 
number of sheets. 


Middle Grade. — Girls. 

Report of A. W. F. Langman. 

There were not very many good papers in Perspective, considering idie 
very easy and fair questions set. A few students show evident signs of 
cramming ; thm is clear from the students attempting every question 
and not even half working them out. Some were careless about which 
side of the spectator the figure should be worked. Others, because the 
resulting shape was familiar to them, sketched the figures and left out a 
great deal of the working. Inking in is not required. Some of the 
papei's were quite a pleasure to examine. 

Isornetrio ProjectioTU — The results of some of the scales were quite 
right, but the steps by which they were obtained, very faint or not 
shown at all. In others neither the plain nor the isometrical scale was 
used itt working out the figures. Thicknesses should be shown and back 
edges dotted. This applies to both Perspective and Isometric Pro- 
jection. 
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FREEHAND. 

Junior G-rade — Boys. 

Joint Report of A. W. F. Langman and Edward S. O’Brien, b.e. 

There was a large number of good di’awings, and of those who failed 
a number did not even attempt to start. The proportioas and outside 
shape of the copj are the most important, and if these were correct the 
Pass was secured. The detail inside the shape was to test for the 
Honours section. Many of the failures did not even show the central 
line nor any system at all of working. On the whole we are pleased 
with the work sent in. There are still a few students who write 
rubbish on their papers and one case of tracing. The copy was set 
with very few straight lines in it so that very little temptation was 
offered for ruling. 


Junior Grade. — Girls. 

Report of Edward S. O’Brien, b.e. 

The relative number of candidates who obtained pass or honour 
marks was not so large as that of the Junior Grade boys, yet, the per- 
centage of those who made little or no attempt at work was smaller 
and many unusually good drawings were examined. The number of 
candidates who evidently endeavoured to attain general correctness of 
outline before attempting detail and who, in short, set about their work 
in a proper manner, gave evidence of much good and careful teaching. 

The drawings, on the whole, were good, many excellent, and the 
results of the examination may be considered very satisfactory. 


GEOMETRICAL DRAWING AND DESCRIPTIVE 
GEOMETRY. 

Junior Grade, — Boys and Girls. 

Joint Report of P. J. Pbendergast, c.e., and Edward Townsend, 
M.A., D.sa 

We beg to report that the drawings of the candidates of the Junior 
Grade in the subject of Geometric^ Drawing” have been very accu- 
rately and neatly executed. We were very favourably impressed with 
the quantity and style of the work done, and we consider that this 
branch has been well taught in the Irish schools. 

With regard to “Descriptive Geometry” we regret to state that 
the answering in this subject is extremely limited, in fact the great 
bulk of the candidates appear not to have studied it at all. 
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BOTANY. 

All Grades — Girls Only. 

Report of R. J. Anderson, m.a., m.d. 

I have to report that questions on the Natural orders have been well 
answered in all the Grades. 

Questions having reference to the Morphology of Plants, and those 
questions set to test powers of observation and description, have not 
been so satisfactorily dealt vnth. as tliose to which answers may be easily 
found in the boohs. 

The answering in the Middle Grade has been very good indeed. 

Tliere are examples of very good answering in the Senior and Junior 
Grades also. 


DOMESTIC ECONOMY. 

Senior Grade — (Girls Only). 

Report of M. J. Baruington-Ward, m.a. 

The Senior papei*s show decided merit. They are much better than 
those which I examined in 1885 and 1886, and the progress which has 
been made testifies abundantly to the industry and skill of the teachers, 
as well as the increased aptitude of the candidates. The manuals in 
common use have been carefully and successfully studied, while many 
answer’s show evidence of a sensible acquaintance with the practical 
details of household management. The only question which is unsatis- 
factorily answered by most candidates is the tenth (i.e., the last on the 
paper), relating to life insurance. The teachers, in gi'ving lessons on 
thrift as a portion of the wide range of study commonly termed 
dcroestic economy,” should endeavour to make theii* pupils proficient in 
the details and objects of life insurance, as it is one of the most im- 
portant means of saving, as well as the one most generally adopted by 
the heads of families. Attention must he drawn to the needless and 
most troublesome prolixity of the written answers, which might, in 
many instances, have been reduced by one half, with positive benefit to 
the candidate's marks. The handwi’iting is much worse than that of 
the Junior students. In some instances it is even iUegihle, owing to 
the angular distortions of misshapen lettering. Concisely worded 
answers should he given, in a neat round hand, so that the Examiner 
may be enabled to do Axil justice to the expression of the candidate’s 
knowledge when it lies before him. 


Middle Grade. 

Report of M. J. Barrington-Ward, m.a. 

The Middle Grade papers are, on the whole, weir worked. There are 
few cases of faOure, and a high proportion of candidates have gained 
honours. Tbe candidates generally have taken great pains to “ get up ” 
one or two text-hooka, though it is a matter for regret, as with the 
Junior Grade, that x-olian.ee is so often placed on the precis© words of 
the favoxxrite manual, (Teachers could easily make their pupils avoid 
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this parrot-like repetition of set phrases.) Recipes, on the other hand, 
are frequently written out in a style which indicates practical acquaint- 
ance with culinary processes, and this is a gratifying sign of progress. 
But candidates should tabulate their recipes in intelligible form, and 
should be very careful to omit none of the essential ingredients of the 
specified dishes from their enumeration. Punctuation is defective, 
spe llin g fair, handwriting rarely good and often nearly illegible. Ap- 
peals to the clemency of the Examiner are quite out of place, though 
they are amusing, sometimes, at the end of a badly worked paper. 

Pew candidates have a practical acquaintance with Chemistry, and 
still fewer write their answers in logical order. The majority dwell on 
the moral aspects of intemperance rather than the scientific character- 
istics of alcohol (Question 4). The relation of the muscular aud osseous 
system to the nerves has passed unnoticed in most of the answers to the 
first question, possibly because it is only briefly touched on by the 
writers of the two manuals in common use. The answers of many 
candidates are spun out to such an extent that the Examiner’s patience 
has been sorely tried. A flood of words too often betrays ignorance, or 
at least masks the essential portion of the answer so that the Examiner 
has some difliculty in extracting it from its superfluous surroundings. 


JuNioE Grade. 

Joint Repoi-t of Miss Jaite Barlow and M. J. Barrington-Ward, m.a. 

The answering of the candidates differs greatly in merit, for, while a 
considerable proportion of the papers are accurately and intelligently 
worked, there are far too many instances of im})erfect preparation. 
Indeed, it is obvious that many candidates have taken no pains to study 
the subject. As might be expected from young students, book know- 
ledge is far more general than practical acquaintance with the applica- 
tion of “ domestic economy ” to matters of daily occurrence in household 
affairs. The answers are too often given in the exact words of the little 
elementary manuals which were recommended for perusal. This fault (and 
errors of composition, too) might have been avoided if the teachers had 
practised their pupils sufficiently in the art of writing out answers to 
examination questions. Scimtijic reasons are seldom given for natural 
phenomena or specified processes. 

Spelling and writing are, on the whole, good, though instances occur, 
only too frequently, of iJlegible penmanship and bad spelling. The, 
correct use of “shall” and “will” has yet to be acquired by almost all 
the candidates.

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A PPENDIX V. 

The Bueke Memorial Prizes. 

A sum of money, subscribed in memory of the late Thomas Henry 
Burke, Esq., Tinder Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant, was transferred 
by the Burke Memorial Committee, on 18th March, 1884, to the Inter- 
mediate Education Board for Ireland, who undertook to administer the 
Bund in accordance with the following Rules — (the sum funded is 
£1,222 18s. 11c?. Consols): — 

I. The annual income from the fund shall be applied in paying three 
Brkes, one of £16, one of £10, and a second of £10 ; any surplus or 
deficiency to be apportioned in the same ratio. If, in the opinion of tlie 
Commissioners, s\i£6.cient merit be not shown by the Candidates com- 
peting to justify the award of any or either of the Brizes, the amount 
of such Prize may be, at the discretion of the Board, withheld and added 
to the principal 

II. No student shall be qualified to receive these Prizes except the 
children of persons who are, or have been, in receipt of salary or pension 
in Ireland, paid out of money derived from Parliamentary Grants, 
Rates or Taxes, other than members of the Naval or Military Services, 
not being also in Civil employment. 

III. The Prizes shall be awarded as follows : — that of £16 to the 
Boy whom, at the annual Examination in the Junior Grade among 
htie Candidates qualified in the manner expressed in the next preceding 
Rule, the Board shall adjudge to rank highest in answering ; One Prize 
of £10 to the Boy whom in the same Grade at such Examination the 
Board shall adjudge to rank second among such persons in answering ; 
and the other of £10 to the Girl whom, at such Examination in the 
same Grade, among Female Candidates qualified in the manner aforesaid 
the Board shall adjudge to rank highest in answering, 

lY. The decision of the Board shall be final and decisive in deter- 
mining whether the Candidates fulfil the conditions of the third Rule. 

V, The Board may deduct all expenses connected with the trust from 
the yearly income.
